As  we  begin  the  New  Year,  it  is  my  hope  that  each  and  every  Rag 
Picker  will  have  good  health  and  good  hunting  and  happy  trading  for 
the  entire  year  of  1974,  It  looks  as  though  the  year  1974  will  be  a 
banner  year  for  the  collector.  We  currently  have  many  new  blocks 
just  released  and  also  in  the  way  of  things  to  come,  we  may  even  have 
a re-issue  of  the  two  dollar  note.  Of  course,  with  the  energy  crunch 
the  way  it  is,  we  may  have  to  depend  more  on  those  Rag  Pickers  who 
live  in  the  cities  of  the  conventions  to  report  on  their  finds  as 
many  of  us  will  be  unable  to  travel  to  far  off  places. 

I see  this  coming  year  as  a postman's  night  mare.  Many  more  of  us 
will  depend  on  the  mails  to  get  our  messages  thru  and  out  to  all  of 
those  who  are  interested.  Speaking  of  messages,  I would  like  to  take 
the  opportunity  here  and  now  to  thank  all  of  you  out  there  who  voted 
for  me  in  the  last  election  of  our  club.  I hope  that  I can  do  as  all 
of  you  would  if  you  were  elected  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the 
PMCM.  I will  try  to  offer  suggestions,  which  will  benefit  novice 
and  advanced  collectors  alike.

As  for  the  current  information  about  the  Richmond  District,  well,  we 
are  into  the  E/C  notes  and  at  this  writing,  here  in  the  suburbs  of 
the  Capitol,  they  are  about  at  the  E46xxxxxxC  mark.  Recently,  some 
of  the  1963  E/A  and  E/B  notes  have  showed  up  in  circulation.  I have 
not  yet  been  able  to  pinpoint  the  origin,  but  I have  seen  them  in 
the  banks  included  with  the  "Fit"  currency. 

In  order  to  save  time  and  space  and  paper,  I am  including  the  latest 
additions  tp  the  ever  growing  C.O.P.E.  List.  Just  add  theses  to  the 
list.  I969D  B01  920  000D  thru  B22  400  OO'OD-  20  480  000,  G40  320 
000C  thru  G64  640  OOOC-  24  320  000,  L87  680  001C  thru  L99  MO  000C- 
12  160  000,  LOO  000  001D  thru  L08  960  0C.0D-  08  960  000.  You  will 
note  that  the  list  for  the  "L"  District  ends  in  a different  number 
than  usual.  It  normally  is  99  840  000  rather  than  99  480  000.  This 
is  the  way  that  I have  received  it  and  it  may  be  typo  from  the  B.E.P., 
but  I cannot  say  for  sure  at  this  point. 

A very  interesting  thing  happened  to  me  in  January.  I was  asked  to 
check  with  the  3.E.F.  on  the  released  serial  number  information  for 
the  19693  £5. 00  notes  for  the  "3"  District.  The  official  word  was 
that  there  were  "None  printed".  Well,  a trademate  sent  me  one.  I 
called  the  B.E.P.  for  an  update  on  the  listings  as  I figured  that 
they  had  a last  minute  change  to  their  lists.  I reported  that  I had 
a note  with  a certain  serial  number  and  series  and  it  did  not  appear 
on  the  listings  which  I had  received.  The  following  day  I was  called 
and  requested  to  submit  my  note  for  examination  as  they  could  find 
no  report  of  notes  for  that  series  being  printed.  Before  I could 
get  my  note  from  my  bank  box  to  submit  it,  I had  a call  from  the 
B.E.P.  that  they  had  found  records  and  that  my  note  was  included 
within  the  serial  range  as  printed.  They  then  forwarded  me  a copy 
of  the  corrected  serial  listing  for  the  I969B  series.  I enclose  a 
copy  for  all  those  who  save  fivers.  This  is  the  second  time  that  I 
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NEWS  FROM  THE  NATION'S  CAPITOL  By  Ed.  Zegers  (Contd. ) 
have  pointed  out  to  the  B.E.P.  the  existance  of  notes  which  they 
listed  as  "none  printed"  I investigated  a similar  incident  during 
an  August  visit  to  the  COPE  equipment  section  of  the  B.E.P.  It  was 
then  that  I inquired  about  the  I969A  $5-00  F/'5f,  which  was  also  listed 

as  none  printed  . Because  I had  a sample  with  me,  they  were  able 
to  locate  the  printing  record  of  these  notes  and  make  the  correction 
to  their  official  listings  for  the  Star  Note  printings  of  the  $5.00 
I969A  Series.  By  the  way,  both  of  these  discoveries  were  due  to  my 
submitting  the  "Official  Serial  Ranges"  in  the  Rag  Picker.  You 
collectors  out  there  keep  reporting  those  strange  happenings  and  we 
will  come  up  with  the  answers.  We 11  Rag  Pickers,  to  my  open  letter 
to  the  PMCM  back  in  the  December  issue,  I have  had  five  letters  deal- 
ing with  the  situation  and  at  least  ten  references  made  to  my  points. 
I want  to  thank  all  of  you  who  thought  enough  to  write  or  mention  it, 
and  I hope  that  those  of  you  who  read  it,  but  did  not  write,  I hope 
that  you  have  at  least  submitted  your  "FREE  AD".  Let  me  take  a 
minute  here  and  report  on  some  of  the  replys  on  that  open  letter. 

Most  collectors  look  at  the  Rag  as  being  out  of  date  by  the  time  it 
gets  to  print,  otheres  feel  that  their  reports  are  worthless  as  they 
receive  no  replys  or  inquiries,  therefore,  why  bother????  Still 
others  feel  that  the  only  replys  they  receive  are  from  collectors, 
who  want _ something  for  nothing.  My  own  personal  experiences  have 
been  a little  of  each,  I find  that  most  of  the  collectors  with  whom 
I have  been  trading  for  years  do  tend  to  look  out  for  his  good  trade- 
mates.  The  new  collectors  tend  to  want  your  earlier  duplicate  notes, 
but  they  want  to  trade  current  notes  for  them.  There  are  some  who 
have  been  collecting  for  some  time  now  and  should  know  better,  who 
want  all  of  the  scarce  notes,  but  they  do  not  want  to  replace  or  pay 
for  them  in  the  current  price  ranges.  Fortunately,  these  types  are 
very  few.  Still  ....  they  do  exist.

First  remove  from  your  wallet  a $1  Rill  and  place  it  before  you  v/ith 
the  reverse  side  face  up. 

You  will  observe  two  encircled  symbols  representing  the  GREAT  SEAL 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  The  Pyramid  is  depicted  on  the  left  and  the 
American  Bald  Eagle  on  the  right  side.  It  is  surprising  to  learn  how 
little  most  people  know  about  the  Heritage  of  our  country  as  narrated 
from  these  symbols, 

THE  PYRAMID,  as  can  be  noted,  is  not  complete  - the  top  part  is 
missing?  this  means  that  there  is  much  work  in  the  Republic  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  United  States  will  always  be  growing  and  building* 
The  ALL  SEEING  EYE  inside  the  radiant  triangle  at  the  top  of  the 
Pyramid  emphasizes  the  importance  of  putting  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  our  Country  above  the  material  things?  it  also  indicates  EDUCA- 
TION AND  FREEDOM  OF  KNOWLEDGE;  Benjamin  Franklin  was  the  one  who 
suggested  this  Eye  of  Providence,  Note  the  Pyramid  has  12  steps  or 
blocks  of  Rock,  meaning  that  there  were  1/3  original  States  that  be- 
long to  the  Union.  The  words  in  Latin  at  the  top  of  the  inside 
circle  spell  ANNUIT  COEPTIS  in  12  letters,  meaning  in  English,  God 
has  favored  our  enterprise'.  The  Roman  Numerals  HDCCLXXVI  at  the 
Base  of  the  Pyramid  add  up  to  1776,  signifying  the  beginning  of  the 
United  States  as  an  Independent  Nation.  Many  of  the  words  and 
symbols  are  in  "thirteens",  because  of  the  original  1/3  States.  The 
three  words  in  Latin  NOVUS  ORDO  SECLCRUM  at  the  bottom  of  the  inside 
circle,  directly  under  the  Pyramid,  mean  in  English,  "THE  NEW  ORDER 
OF  THE  AGES",  signifying  that  the  new  Republic  introduced  a new  age 
in  the  life  and  freedom  of  the  people  of  the  world  and  ushered  in 
an  era  in  which  the  people  themselves  could  exercise  their  God 
given  rights  to  self-government, 

THE  AMERICAN  BALD  EAGLE  with  the  symbol  circle  represents  the  other 
half  of  the  Great  Seal.  It  first  became  our  National  Emblem  in  1782, 
when  it  was  chosen  as  a symbol  of  strength  and  victory.  Above  the 
Eagle 1 s Head  you  will  see  a ring  of  light  with  1/3  Stars  in  the  back- 
ground. In  the  beak  of  the  Eagle  is  the  wording  in  Latin  "E  PLURI3US 
UNUM"  meaning  one  out  of  many.  The  shield,  on  the  breast  of  the  Eagle 
represents  Congress.  The  12  Stripes  of  the  shield  represent  the 
first  idea  of  a United  States  and  the  Stripes  in  our  flag.  One  claw 
of  the  Eagle  is  holding  an  Olive  Branch  with  ]/3  leaves  and  seeds  on 
it  which  represents  Peace?  the  other  Claw  is  holding  12  arrows  of 
the  American  Indian  origin  symbolizing  v/ar.  Note  the  Eagle  is  always 
looking  towards  the  Olive  leaves,  indicating  a desire  for  Peace. 

IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  can  be  noted  between  the  two  symbol  circles  and 
directly  above  the  word  ONE.  This  is  our  country's  National 
Motto  and  is  now  being  used  on  all  U.S.  Currency  as  approved  by 
the  84th  Congress,  July  11,  1955.

Joe  Lynch  was  elected  to  life  membership  number  4, 

There  followed  Show  and  Tell.  Paul  Jung  showed  a cigar  export 
certificate  (sheet)  showing  the  portrait  of  Jackson,  which  is  used 
on  the  present  $20.00  bill.  This  had  been  printed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  and  was  designated  as  plate  7yl  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  Notes.  It  carried  the  date  of  I878  and  was  an  uncut 
sheet.  Ray  Jones  showed  a counterfeit  500  fractional  currency  note 
which  was  exceptionally  good  in  quality. 

The  program  for  this  evening  was  presented  by  Paul  Jung  who  gave  an 
excellent  dissertation  on  'Taper  Money  of  Germany"  concentrating  on 
the  original  14  issues  along  with  notes  made  for  the  Concentration 
Camps .

To  a paper  money  collector,  perhaps  the  most  interesting  and  the 
most  artistic,  series  of  the  large  type  notes,  is  the  silver  certif- 
icate of  I896. 

During  the  Cleveland  administration  John  G.  Carlisle  was  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury.  Claud  M.  Johnson  was  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  En- 
graving and  Printing,  Johnson  recommended  to  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment that  the  government  issue  notes  of  an  artistic  nature.  He  said 
that  he  considered  the  artistic  beauty  and  design  for  our  notes  to 
be  essential  for  protection  against  counterfeiting. 

Mr.  Johnson  engaged  the  services  of  Thomas  F.  Morris,  a skillful 
designer  with  many  years  of ..  experiQji.ee , to  design  the  proposed  new 
series  of  notes,  Johnson  believed  the  primary  objective  of  these 
notes  was  to  display  beauty.  It  was  his  idea  that  the  notes  of  the 
United  States  should  in  each  denomination  represent  in  their  designs 
some  ideal  typical  of  the  republic,  to  illustrate  its  growth,  power, 
history  and  resources. 

Mr.  Morris  set  down  certain  ideas  to  be  created,  which  were  to  be 
the  followings  The  $1.00  certificate  was  to  represent  steam  and 
electricity;  The  $2.00,  our  Navy;  The  $5*00,  our  Postal  Service; 
The  $10.00,  our  Press;  The  $20.00,  Old  and  New;  The  $50*00,  North, 
South,  East  and  West. 

Mr.  Johnson  had  different  ideas  and  to  further  crystallize  his  ideas 
he  called  in  certain  well  known  artists  to  submit  designs  for  the 
$1.00,  $2,00,  $5*00,  $10.00  and  $50.00  Silver  Certificates.  These 
were  to  be  followed  by  the  $100.00,  $500.00  and  $1,000.00  pieces. 

V/ill  Low,  Walter  Shirlaw,  Edwin  H.  Blashfield,  C.  S.  Pvhinehart, 
all  well  known  artists,  went  to  work  on  their  assignments  in  the 
early  part  of  1894.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  none  of  the 
original  designs  submitted  by  the  artists,  were  used  in  their  final 
development,  Mr,  Morris,  who  had  been  appointed  chief  of  the  En- 
graving Division  of  the  Bureau,  was  compelled  to  redesign  them  into 
presentable  bank  notes  from  the  standpoint  of  security  and  character 
of  design.  It  was  of  course  understood  that  the  Bureau  reserved  the 
privilege  to  change  the  designs  that  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for 
reproduction  into  bank  notes. 

Will  Low  was  commissioned  to  execute  the  $1.00  and  $2.00;  Walter 
Shirlaw  the  $5.00  and.$lQ*Q0  notes,  and  Mr.  Blashfield  the  $50.00 
design  of  the  Silver  Certificate. 

The  $1.00  note  was  entitled,  History  and  Y0u  th.  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  after  the  $1.00  certificates  had  oeen  printed  and 
placed  in  circulation,  it  was  discovered  that  the  word,  "tranquil- 
lity", engraved  in  the  constitution  had  been  misspelled,  creating  a 
variety.  ’None  of  the  notes  were  recalled  due  to  this  error,  .but  the 
plate  was  reengraved  to  correct  the  spelling  and  the  error  did  not 
occur  on  the  later  notes.  The  latter  issue  of  notes  containing  the 
correct  spelling  is  much  rarer  than  the  first  variety. 

The  $2.00  note  shows  Science  presenting  steam  and  electricity  to 
commerce  and  manufacture.  This  note  was  the  creative  work  of  iidwin 
blashfield,  Ilr.  Blashfield  was  to  have  created  the  $50.00  note. 

The  original  painting  is  hanging  in  the  Bureau.  The  Bureau  liked 
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the  design  so  well  that  permission  was  asked  of  the  artist  to  use  the 
design  on  the  $2,00  certificate.  The  original  painting  measured 
approximately  3x5  feet.  The  bold  brushing  of  the  painting  was 
brought  down  to  a fineness  and  smoothness  by  the  expert  engravers 
G.F.C,  Smille  and  Charles  Schlect. 

The  $5.00  note  is  generally  believed  to  be  the  most  beautiful  and 
artistic  design  created  by  our  government.  The  central  design  was 
created  by  Walter  Shirlaw,  This  note  may  be  called;  "America", 
Engraver  Smillie  was  employed  to  engrave  the  vignette.  The  original 
die  engraved  by  Mr.  Smillie  proved  to  be  too  heavey  for  practical 
purposes,  so  a new  die  had  to  be  prepared.  A Mr.  Meeker  cut  av/ay  the 
background  from  the  figures  so  that  it  could  be  laid  down  upon  a new 
flat  piece.  The  original  painting  of  the  design  can  be  seen  hanging 
at  the  Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau.  It  differs  greatly  from 
the  final  design  as  printed  on  the  $5.00  certificate. 

Many  collectors  of  the  Educational  Series  of  I896  and  unaware  of 
the  fact  that  a $10.00  note  was  prepared,  but  never  issued.  The 
general  idea  of  the  $10,00  note  was  "Agricultural",  It  was  designed 
by  Walter  Shirlaw.  Another  interesting  fact  about  Shirlaw' s handi- 
work is  the  vignette  used  on  the  Columbian  Exposition  Stock  Certifi- 
cate was  the  one  selected  for  the  $10.00  note.  The  vignette  was  en- 
graved by  engraver,  Charles  Schlecht,  The  design  for  the  reverse, 
or  back  of  the  note,  was  also  completed,  but  there  is  no  evidence 
that  it  progressed  beyond  the  model  stage.  While  the  vignette  was 
never  used  on  a ten  dollar  note,  it  was  later  modified  and  used  on 
the  $1,000.00  coupon  bond  of  I898. 

It  had  been  the  original  intention  to  carry  the  Series  of  1896, 
usually  referred  to  as  the  "Educational  Series",  on  the  $10.00, 
$20.00,  $50.00  and  later  to  $500.00  and  $1,000.00  denominations 
and  it  is  the  loss  of  numismatists  of  today  that  this  was  never  done. 

This  article  is  based  on  information  compiled  by  Glen  a.  Smedley, 
and  published  in  the  August,  1962  issue  of  the  Numismatist , Any 
one  wishing  to  obtain  further  information,  will  find  the  June  1934 
issue  of  THE  NUMISMATIST  helpful.

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I would  like  to  thank  the  nember,  who  nominated  me  for  Vice  President 
of  our  fine  Club.  It  came  as  no  surprise  to  me  that  I was  not 
elected  as  Mr.  Gittleman  and  Mr.  Parker  have  done  a very  commendable 
job  and  are  deserving  of  the  office  they  hold.  If  it  wasn't  for  us 
losers  there  would  be  no  winners. 

In  the  fall  of  1969  I became  so  disenchanted  with  being  offered 
3.U.  coins  that  were  over  priced  as  badly  as  they  were  overgraded 
that  I got  this  ridiculous  notion  of  collecting  FRN's,  So  I went  to 
my  local  banks  and  got  a pack  of  I963A  G*,  I963B  GI  and  1969  GA,  ran 
an  ad  in  "Coin  World"  and  things  haven't  been  the  same.  Ed  Zegers 
was  the  first  person  I ever  traded  with  and  eventually  sponsored  me 
into  the  P.M.G.M.  It  was  only  a while  until  I joined  the  F.R.N.E. 
for  "G"  District.  Everything  went  along  quite  smoothly.  My  trading 
stock  continued  to  enlarge  and  improve , my  list  of  excellent  traders 
was  growing  and  I was  having  a great  time.  My  sets  became  so  com- 
plete that  I started  collecting  special  starting  and  ending  numbers 
just  to  keep  my  interest  up. 

Then  in  October  of  '72  I received  a letter  from  a disgruntled  new 
member.  The  member  stated  that  he  had  sent  a letter,  S.A.S.E.,  and 
two  C.U.  notes  to  one  member  of  each  district  of  the  F.R.N.E.  He 
stated  only  nine  of  the  eleven  even  answered  him  and  only  five  within 
thirty  days.  He  sent  me  a S.A.S.E.  and  requested  a reply  if  I was 
interested  in  trading  with  him. 

After  receiving  that  letter  I started  wondering  if  other  members 
had  difficulties  with  their  correspondence.  So  I decided  to  keep  a 
record  of  my  trading  for  the  year  of  1973*  I'm  not  sure  what  con- 
clusions, if  any,  can  be  made  from  my  record.  I will  share  it  with 
you  and  you  can  make  your  own. 

On  1-7-73  I sent  out  108  trade  lists.  My  list  included  all  my  wants 
and  all  extra  notes  I had  to  trade.  It  was  perhaps  too. complete  as 
it  took  awhile  to  read  it.  I had  traded  with  all  but  29  of  the 
people  I wrote  to,  most  were  members  of  our  P.M.C.M.  The  29  that  I 

had  not  traded  with  were  all  members  of  our  F.R.N.E.  at  that  time. 

I sent  them  my  trade  list,  a personal  note,  a S.A.S.E. , and  no  notes. 

I received  19  replies  out  of  the  29  letters  and  only  14  within  30 

days.  I sent  trade  list  to  12  trademates,  who  collect  triple  end- 
ings and  received  10  replies  all  within  30  days.  Out  of  12  collec- 
tors of  low  numbers,  I received  9 answers,  all  within  30  days. 

On  11-13-72,  I had  sent  out  55  trade  lists  to  previous  trademates. 
Most  were  not  members  of  the  P.M.C.M.  Out  of  the  33  that  answered 
my  11-13-72  trade  list,  a total  of  22  answered  my  1-7-73  list.  Only 
4 of  the  22  who  did  not  answer  my  11-13-72  list  answered  my  1-7-73 
list . 

To  sum  things  up,  out  of  108  lists,  I received  50  answers  within 
30  days  and  64  answers  within  60  days.  Many  things  could  enter 
into  the  results  of  the  replies.  Nobody  had  my  wants,  nobody  wanted 
my  extras,  my  list  may  have  been  too  confusing  to  fool  with,  nobody 
cared,  or  maybe  I just  offered  one  sided  trades. 

On  4-2-73 » I sent  out  a revised  trade  list  to  28  traders,  who  did  not 
answer  my  1-7-73  list.  I received  11  answers,  most  within  two  weeks. 

I also  sent  lists  to  6 dealers  and  received  3 replies.  On  4-3-73*  I 
sent  trade  lists  to  31  new  members  of  the  P.M.C.M.  not  even  knowing, 
if  they  collected  F.R.N.'s.  I received  10  replies.

The  replies  I received  from  my  trade  lists  started  to  fill  my  mail 
box  to  the  point  that . I never  did  have  time  to  send  out  more  trade 
lists  and  keep  track  of  my  replies.  I did  run  a few  ads  in  "Com 
World"  and  the  "Rag  Picker",  but  could  not  determine  the  response 
from  my  ads  from  my  regular  trading.  In  all  I wrote  a total  of  790 
letters  for  the  year  of  1973  * with  only  a few  outstanding  trades, 
all  of  which  I'm  sure  will  slowly  come  in. 

After  reading  the  articles  by  my  trademates  Jim  Morris  and  Ed. 

Zegers , I must  say  I agree  100  fo  with  both.  I also-,  would  like  to 
see  Chuck  O'Donnell's  column  reprinted  in  our  "Rag  Picker". 

There  was  a total  of  40  ads  in  the  November  - December  issue  oi  our 
paper.  I know  there  are  over  300  members  in  our  club  as  I counred 
the  listed  membership  in  the  Directory,  If  you  know  of. a better  clue 
than  ours,  send  me  an  application  as  I would  like  to  join  it. 
not,  let's  try  to  keep  our  club  on  top  and  improve  it  in  any  way  we 
can.  The  only  things  you  find  in  our  "Rag  Picker"  are  what  the 
member  contribute.  I strongly  believe  the  only  way  members  will 
write  articles  and  run  ads  will  be  if  they  get  enough  response  from 
other  members,  Mention  you  read  their  article  or  saw  their  ad  when 
writing  them.  Better  yet  write  your  own  article  or  ac  least  use  your 
free  ad  and  maybe  you  will  get  that  note  you  need  for  your  set.  You 
don't  know  what  a person  has  to  offer  until  you  ask.
